STANFORD, Calif, (AP) - A 


healthy heart replacing a badly' 
diseased one has carried Joseph 
Rizor beyond a critical period 
and into his first postoperative 
day. 


"The 
first 
io>/2 hours are 


critical," said doctors at Stan- 
ford University Medical Center 
when they completed a 4V2 -hour 
transplant 
operation at noon 


Thursday. Rizor, 40, received the 
heart of a 43-year-old man. 


Dr, Norman E. Shumway, 44, 


who 
headed 
the 
transplant 


team, said the condition of the 
stocky Salinas, Calif,, carpenter 
was fair. Because of a lung con- 
dition, the patient was receiving 
artificial respiration to help him 
breathe, Shumway said. 


The donor, whose family 


asked anonymity, died of brain 
damage doctors described as ir- 
reversible. 


Rizor, eighth person in medi- 


cal history to undergo a human 
heart transplant, entered the 
hospital in March after suffer- 
ing a serious heart condition for 
seven years. 


He wanted the surgery. 
"I wish that were me," Rizor 


had said when he heard about 
the world's first heart trans- 
plant, which was done at Cape 
Town, South Africa, last Dec. 3. 


Rizor was quoted by his wife, 


Eileen. 


"At first I was shocked by the 


idea but time and the knowledge 
of how desperately my husband 
wanted to undergo the operation 
have made me realize that this 
may be his only chance to live," 
Mrs. Rizor said before the oper- 
ation began at 7:30 a.m. 


She said her husband "could 


make anything" but had been 
bedridden and unable to work 
for the past two years.

The world's

heart transplant within a week 
—and the ninth in all—was per- 
formed today at Houston, Tex. 


Two of the recipients, both 


Americans, were still alive. The 
third, a Frenchman, died Tues- 
day. 


Principal in the latest opera- 


tion, at St. Luke's Episcopal 
Hospital in Houston, was Ever- 
ett Clair Thomas, 47, a Phoenix, 
Ariz., accountant. His heart was 
replaced by that of a 23-year-old 
woman who shot herself. 


In Stanford, Calif., Joseph Ri- 


zor, 40, was in fair condition aft-

thing he said needs to be done 
more than anything else. 


"Don't hold up a tax bill until 


you can blackmail someone,"

A SHAU VALLEY, Vietnam 


(AP) — "The fire was coming 
up so heavy it sounded like a 
steady roar.

The 
General Assembly shall enact laws 
requiring each county judge to 
furnish a surety bond of a cor- 
porate surety company authorized 
to do business in this State, in 
such amount as may be deter- 
mined by law, for the faithful per- 
formance and accounting of all 
duties imposed upon the county 
judge as county administrator. 
Any person aggrieved by any act 
or omission of the county judge, 
acting in his capacity as county 
administrator, may appeal to the 
circuit court of the county, and 
from the action of the circuit 
court may appeal to the Supreme 
Court.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAO 


Encephalitis Symptoms 
Will Vary with Type

name applied to a dozen or 
more virus d i s e a s e s . The 
symptoms vary with the type 
but in general include head- 
ache, fever, loss of appetite, 
double vision and lethargy. As 
the disease progresses there 
may be dizziness, weakness, 
mental confusion, convulsions 
and coma. Since most types 
are transmitted by mosquitoes 
or ticks that have previously 
bitten a victim, the disease 
is not directly contagious. 


Recovery begins in about a 


week. Since there is no spe- 
cific cure the treatment is 
aimed at a l l e v i a t i n g the 
symptoms. Some types can 
be prevented by a specific 
vaccine. Aftereffects may oc- 
cur but they are not the rule. 
They include p a r a l y s i s of 
various muscle groups, men- 
tal deterioration, behavior dis- 
turbances 
in children 
and 


shaking palsy. 


Q—Can one get encephalitis 


more than once? 


A—An attack of one type of 


encephalitis would confer im- 
munity against that specific 
type but not against other 
types. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


and treatment of the diabetes 
without any sugar in the 
urine? 


A—The cause of this dis- 


ease, diabetes insipidus, is an 
insufficient production of the 
antidiuretic hormone by the 
pituitary. As a result, the vic- 
tim drinks large quantities of 
fluid and p a s s e s a large 
amount of urine. In several 
recent studies a variety of 
drugs have been found to 
benefit persons with this dis- 
ease. These include posterior 
pituitary extract, ethacrynic 
acid, vasopressin, chlorpropa- 
rnide, aldactone, chlorothia- 
zide and furosemide. All are 
prescription drugs. 


Q—When one is allergic to 


penicillin, what can be taken 
instead? 


A—Processes to refine peni- 


cillin and get a purer product 
that is free from allergens are 
constantly being studied. -At 
present, benzyl penicillin is 
said to be tolerated by some 
persons who are allergic to 
other penicillin preparations. 
It should not, however be 
used without preliminary test- 
ing on anyone who is sensitive 
to penicillin. Other antibiotics 
frequently used on such per- 
sons i n c l u d e erythromycin 
and cephalothin.

Los Angeles played poorly in 


the finale which gave Boston the 
series by a 4-2 count, the sixth 
time in the modern reign of the 
Celtics that the Lakers have 


been their final victims. 


Boston built a 35*28 first-quar* 


ter advantage before the 17,398 
in the new Forum and then 
surged to a 20-point lead early 
in the second stanza, 


Elgin Baylor missed a free 


throw and incredibly failed on a 
stuff shot moments later. Havli- 
cek was fouled in the back 
court, sank two free throws so 
instead of Los Angeles collect* 
ing three points, the Celtics had 
two. In the space of scant min* 
utes they scored 15 points to a 
pair for Los Angeles. 


Late in the third period, Los 


Angeles closed to within 11 
points at 82-71 and again at 84- 
73. 


"1 thought we were going to 


do it when they got down to 
those 11, but they shot right 
up," commented Laker Coach 
Bill van Breda Kolff.

DENTON, f ex. (AP) - that 


wispy, fragile looking playing 
the piano and that husky, mus- 
cular athlete running the 100- 
yard dash are basically the 
same as far as heart beats go, 
says a North Texas State Uni- 
versity biologist. 


Dr, James R. Lott, using ap* 


paratus developed by space 
scientists to monitor body rane» 
tions of astronauts, has been 
studying the effects of stress- 
both physical and emotional— on 
humans. 


In monitoring the heart rate 


of Stefan Bardas, resident pian- 
ist in the university's School of 
Music, Dr, Lott found the musi- 
cian's pulse 
rate 
remained 


above 120 during the entire two 
hours of a recent concert per- 
formance. The average pulse 
rate is 72, Twice his heart 
reached a peak of 168 beats per 
minute. 


In contrast, a 100-yard dash 


specialist on the NTSU track 
team registered 144 at the start, 
132 during the race, and 150 im- 
mediately after, in actual com- 
petition. A distance r u n n e r's 
heart registered 138 at the be- 
ginning of a one-mile run, 
reached 162 before the end of 
the race and briefly peaked at 
168 immediately after.

"My immediate aim is to es- 


tablish a simple, inexpensive, 
routine test measurement of a 
s u b j e c t 's EKG—electrocar- 
diogram— and heart rate dur- 
ing a short exertion session, 
with equipment so portable it 
could be carried in a suitcase," 
Lott said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Tele- 


phone strikers across the nation 
are preparing to vote on wheth- 
er to trade in their picket signs 
for the biggest package of in- 
creased wage and fringe bene- 
fits in the industry's history. 


The proposed contract nego- 


tiated by the AFIX3IO Commu- 
nications Workers of America 
and the Bell Telephone System 
would provide three-year 
in- 


creases totaling nearly 20 per 
cent. 


A company official indicated 


it would lead to higher tele- 
phone bills for many of the na- 
tion's 50 million customers, but 
didn't specify what rate hikes 
might be forthcoming. 


Results of the voting by some 


200,000 strikers from coast to 
coast are expected by Sunday. 
The contract will set the pattern 
for most of another 400,000 tele- 
phone workers whose contracts 
expire later. 


The tentative contract agree- 


ment 
came 
Thursday after 


some 24 hours of marathon bar- 
gaining. The strike, first nation- 
wide telephone walkout in 21 
years, is in its 16th day. 


Top-paid telephone installers 


would get $34 a week more in 
wages alone by the third year of 
the contract, highest-rated plant 
craftsmen $24 more and switch- 
board operators and clerks $16, 
the union said. 


The largest part of the wage 


increases would come at the 
start of the first year, including 
$12 a week for top-scale crafts- 
men and $8 for operators and 
clerical workers. 


Craftsmen and installers now 


average about $154 a week, op- 
erators about $83 and clerical 
employes about $103, but geo- 
graphical differentials make for

WASHINGTON (Ap) - Presi- 


dent Johnson struck out today 
at those who by "pursuing ,,, 
personal ambition" divide the 
country, And he withheld a com- 
mitment to campaign for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee. 


On politics, Johnson drew a 


laugh when he told a questio- 
ing reporter that he would dis- 
cuss 
"after 
the convention" 


whether he would campaign for 
his party's nominee. 


He indicated the setting of a 


tentative date and site for pre- 
liminary talks with North Viet- 
nam had not altered his March 
31 decision not to run for re- 
election. 


Johnson was asked, too, how 


he thinks Congress will respond 
to pressure from the Poor Peo- 
ple's march on Washington. 


He noted that $80 billion of 


recommendations on social mat- 
ters are now pending and said 
"we are hopeful and we expect 
Congress will give due consider- 
ation to all these matters." 


"We are now attempting to do 


everything that can properly be 
done to meet the needs of the 
country," he said, adding that 
citizens always have the right to 
present their views to the gov- 
ernment as long as it is done 
"lawfully and properly." 


Johnson said, "We hope the 


presentation will be nonviolent, 
although we are well aware no 
single individual can give assur- 
ances. It contains many inher- 
ent dangers. We're concerned 
with them. We've made exten- 
sive preparations." 


He said every person in the 


nation's capital should be aware 
of the possibility of serious 
^consequences flowtfig from any 
'large" assemblage of people in 
the seat of government. 


Johnson was, asked what he 


thinks the prospects are for his 
10 per cent income tax sur- 
charge. 


"I think we have a long and 


difficult road ahead," he said, 
adding that if he were making 
up the budget now instead of 
last fall he would "perhaps add 
some to it" rather than cut it. 


While critics are demanding 


billions of dollars in cuts, he 
called the budget "very lean" in 
view of increasing needs in Viet- 
nam and the cities. 


"The Congress has not been 


that cooperative," he said in 
noting business and labor sup- 
port. He added that lawmakers 
talk about raising taxes but 
have done nothing and that

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. forces 


crushed a North Vietnamese 
counterattack near Dong Ha 
Thursday, climaxing four days 
of fighting in the northeast cor- 
ner of South Vietnam in which 
U.S. 
and 
South Vietnamese 


forces reported at least 1,208 of 
the enemy killed. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 


casualties totaled 93 killed and 
449 wounded, the allied com- 
mands said. 


Fighting slacked off today aft- 


er U.S. Marines and Army in« 
fantry reinforcements beat back 
a heavy enemy counter attack 
near the 3rd Marine Division 
headquarters at Dong Ha 11 
miles below the eastern end of 
the demilitarized zone. 


The 
North 
Vietnamese 


launched their 
counterattack 


Thursday afternoon and pushed 
the Marines back. Army troops 
were rushed in as reinforce- 
ments, artillery and U.S. planes 
pounded the North Vietnamese, 
and by nightfall "the enemy 
withdrew,' a U.S. spokesman 
said. He added that the enemy 
made light probing attacks for 
two hours before contact was 
lost. 


There was no word of new 


fighting by South Vietnamese 
forces who have been battling 
the North Vietnamese a mile or> 
two from the Marines in .the 
Dong Ha-sector.

The other northeast area aof 


hard fighting this week has been 
around Hue, 45 miles south of 
Dong Ha, and there paratroop- 
ers from the U.S. 82nd Airborne 
Division reported overrunning 
enemy positions four miles west 
of the former imperial capital 
and killing 46 North Vietnamese 
soldiers. There were no Ameri- 
can casualties reported. 


Saigon had its first major ter- 


rorist incident since the Com- 
munist lunar new year offensive 
in February. A taxi loaded with 
TNT exploded in the heart of 
the city, in a driveway between 
the U.S.-South Vietnamese tele- 
vision and radio station com- 
pound and a church student cen- 
ter. 


The blast killed three Viet- 


namese and wounded about 25 
Vietnamese and five Ameri- 
cans. Most of the victims were 
young girl students.
